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Burling has on hia easel two pictures Irom Lake 
Superior, where he has been spending the sum- 
mer, "Isle Royal" and the " ant St. > Marie." 
Mr. Burling's coloring has improved, but is still 
not what it ought to be, he is capable of better 
things than he has yet given us; to a true appre- 
ciation of nature he adds a painstaking desire to 
improve and will in time take high rank among 
our native painters. - 

Homer is still out of town, as is also Eastman 
Johnson. 

Hows is in the Adirondacks, studying the late 
autumn amid the primeval forests. 

R. H. Moore, a new name in art, has on his 
easel a nicely painted group of trout, quite, fish- 
like and eatable in appearance; 

Jerome Thompson has a large picture of Mt. 
Mansfield which is one of the finest things that 
we have yet had from his easel. The leeling of 
distance and height is admirably conveyed, while 
the sky is full of the silvery, hazy atmosphere of 
early morning. This picture is to be exhibited 
shortly and I shall then notice it at further length. 
In addition to his picture of Mt.' Mansfield, Mr. 
Thompson has several sketches in the Wyoming 
"Valley, particularly noticeable in which is his ex- 
quisite handling of foregrounds; in this particu- 
lar branch Mr. Thompson is almost without a ri- 
bal. 

Pope has an Autumnal Landscape Composi- 
tion, under way, which promises well; the rich 
coloring of the Fall is truthfully rendered. 

Macdonald is engaged on a statue to be called 
"La Somnambula," which gives promise of be- 
ing a very successful work. The action and pose 
of the figure are both excellent. 

Let us hope, dear reader, that for both your 
sake and mine the artists will have returned from 
their summer peregrinations by next week, as 
this week they make but a poor show among our 
"Art Matters."

MUSICAL GOSSIP. 



La Franc) Jlfmicale elaborately discusses Ed- 
ouard Lemo'uie's announcement in P Independence 
Beige of a new opera house at Paris, to be called 
Le Theatre Grctry, especially as to its purpose and 
special aim in musical performance. 

It also gives a feuilleton by "Daniel Stern" about 
the Worcester — England — festival, contrasting that 
style of festival with those popular in Fiance. 

Marseille's opera got in motion, after severe la- 
bor, chiefly from Perrin— L'Academie — loaning 
some of his spare artists to stait its principal ma- 
chinery. Its director publicly acknowledged Per- 
rin's noble conduct, in yielding Mme. Blouh, and 
Messrs. Warot and Delabranche, for two months, 
to save his opera from inanition. He also intimates 
a reinforcement from "f opera comique" — lilies. 
Marimon and Monrosi, and combining these with 
those already in hand, a sufficiently good lyric 
corps must be available, to satisfy the very fastid- 
ious and savage public of Marseilles. 

While Faure and Marie Battu were singing at 
L'Academie, recently, " Da.cidarcm la mano " an 
immense boquet was thrown at her feet which con- 
tained some most eulogistic poetry about her per- 
formance of "Zerlina," evidently from a heart-strick- 
en man. 

Guillet, administrator of that opera has been 
promoted to fill that defunct Corsican's place as 
chi f minister to Louis Napoleon's pleasures or 
amusements. 

Capoul, Prilleux and Maria Roze, have been 
charged by Jules Adenis with interpretation of a 
one aet opera written by J. Massenet, a young prize 
of Borne musician, and the piece is declared to be 
very well " mounted." 



Carvalho is determined to make " Le Lyrique " 
novelty's chief exhibition pl-ice and is constantly 
on the jut vive for new or renovated operas, and 
strictly new, or else brushed up to be equal to new, 
vocalists. His latest engagement is with Mme. 
Talvo-Bcdogni, who is highly celebrated' in lyric 
comedy, to inaugurate " Deborah," a new role by 
Devin-Duvivier, at his opera house. 

"Les Fantasies Parisiennes " reopened with a 
comic opera in. two acts and buffo performance in 
one act, written by Dnprato to words by Loclc and 
Gille. Then came *' Florcntin," a grand operatic 
scene, with chorus, in which Eleonore Peyret fig- 
ured as principal. Seriatim, follow "La Petite Ka- 
dette," a comic opera in two acts — by Semet, Her- 
old's " Les Rosieres " for M. and Mme. Geraiser's 
debuts, "L' Amour Mannequin," a comic opera in 
one act, by Ruelle and Gallyot, " Dans un. ravin," 
music by Mme. Gavarni, and finally, " Le Cheva- 
lier Lubin," by Adrien Boieldieu, will be returned 
to its successful run, interrupted by Gourdon's 
conge. 

" Les Bouffes Parisicns " seemed to flutter ter- 
ribly before reopening but the latest affiche pres- 
ented its lessee — Mme. Ugalde — in some of her 
favorite roles. 

■Francois Bazin's " Vovnge in China " would ap- 
pear to have realised a very great success in Brus- 
sels. La Monnaie theatre. 

The grand staff of directors over the new " Ath- 
enee " saloon at Paris, appears in local journals, 
really immense. 

The new Vaudeville saloon there, will have 
three entrances, on December 1st, 1867,. one upon 
the Boulevird, another upon la rue Chaissee d' 
An'in, and its third opens on the new grand opera 
square or place. 

Seven hundred and fifty. seats will be found in 
the new theatre La F.iyette. which soon opens with 
a new piece by Paul de Kook, beside a prologue 
and overture by Lemmonier and Dutcuil, " Micux 
vaut tard que jamais," which reflects the managers' 
apology for long delay in opening, with its "Bet- 
ter late,than never." 

Francois Schwab, of Strasbourg, obtained a grand 
ovation at Baden, with his mass for complete or- 
chestral performance, the chief vocal parts being 
^iven by Vitali, GrOssl, Kicolini, and Agncsi. 

A celebrated maker of piano-fortes at Vienna 
has got up a lot of such instruments for Louis. Na- 
poleon's wonderful world's fair, which are declared 
to have astounded every musician who have heard 
their notes. 

Borghi-Mamo is chronicled as passing through 
la belle Paris, en route to Madrid's " L' Oriente " 
theatre. 

" La Petit Revise " tells a good story about Ros- 
sini's complicity with Prince Metternich, in produ- 
cing " La Semiramide," apropos to which canard 
is another recently started about la diva Patti, as- 
suming that role at " Les Italiens "Ml 

" Le Tresor des Pianistes," by Farreno, and 
continued by his wife, has progressed so far as 
D'Albrechtsberger's fugues, pieces by Kuhnan — 
1694 and 1703 — fugues and scraps, by Kirnber- 
ger— 1780. 

The season at Venice's " La Fenice," which 
commences on December 26th, is expected to be 
very brilliant and successful, because that city 
has been so long famished in operatic diet, under 
horrible Austrian prescriptions. 

Stigelli — well known here — Pandolfini, Ben- 
dazzi and Tate, will fill the principal roles in 
Pacine's last opera at Naples' "San Carlo." 

Bordeaux's " L'Athenee Catalan" inaugurated 
its musical proceedings with a prize overture, 
well paid for, as strong attraction. The jury for 
that prize comprised many excellent judges. 

Offenbach runs with his light operettas quite 
as strong in Vienna as elsewhere. His " Barbe- 
Bleue" took very well. The Harmony theatre 
opened Sept. 15th under Baron Pasqualoti's 
djrection, with Boieldien's " Le Petit Chaperon 
ronge," a work almost forgotten in Vienna. 

At Wiemar the season opened with Goethe's 
"Le Comte d'Egmonf and Beethoven's "Fi- 



delio." Many concerts were given there for 
war sufferers, in which Koempel, a violinist, and 
Mme. Schoenerstedt, an excellent pianist from 
Dusseldorf, especially distinguished themselves. 

Berlin's " Royal Opera" ran for a considerable 
time, but two operas—" La Dame Blanche" and 
" Le Porter d'Eau," the latter a little known 
work by Cherubine Niemann, late of Hanover's 
Court opera, now engaged at Berlin's grand 
opera, is like Wachtel, a very robust tenor, and 
heavy operas are to be divided between them, 
so that Wachtel may do the strong vocal busi- 
ness and Niemann those roles which require his 
trionic equally with vocal ability. Mile. Or- 
geni has not yet assumed her roles there, plausi- 
bly excusing herself by medical counsel, but 
really supposed to be averse to honoring Prussia, 
as she is the daughter of an .officer in Aus- 
tria's grand army. 

Le Menestrel of the 23d ult. has an elaborate 
description of Louis Napoleon's magnificent 
opera house, now in progress toward completion 
some time prior to 1869, from Gustave Bertrand's 
felicitous pen and clear perceptions. 

Verdi having resumed his functions at "L' 
Academie," his " Don Carlos" went ahead brisk- 
ly, and four acts had been rehearsed by last 
official statement. 

Le Menestrel denies the important authority 
which another musical journal at Paris ascribed 
to Guilliet, and explains with rare subtlety his 
real position. That journal also praises Bedo . ni 
for her very beautiful voice and remarkably in- 
telligent dramatic purpose. 

" Le Lyrique" keeps busy with its operatic 
renovations, and its maestri work hard in con- 
verting spoken dialogue into melodious reci- 
tative. 

Offenbach and " Des Bouffus Parisennes" wago 
litigation about right-" to perform his operottes, 
and so awaiting judicial decisions, that manager 
brings out works by Duprato, Flotow, Adam, and 
Ernile Jonas. 

Bagier's Italian opera season at Madrid, which 
commenced early this month, had this imposing 
list of principal singers, viz : Mmes. Adelina, 
Borglii-Mamo, Marcellina Lotti, Cnrlotta Mar- 
chisio, Rosina Penco, and Rita Sonieri, for so- 
prani and mezzo soprani ; Mmes. Marietta Bian- 
colini and Barberina Marchisio, for contfalti ; 
Fraschini, Ludowico Graziani, and Palermi, as 
tenori ; Santes, for tenore comprimario ; De Bas- 
sini, Storti, and Varvoni, as primi baritoni ; 
Medini, and Selva, as primi ba6si ; Padovaiii, as 
attro primo baritono, Scalese, as primo basso 
buffo, with several rated secondaries, an orches- 
tra 95 strong, a chorus of 90 voices, six dansueses 
from la belle Paris, and thirty ladies for a ballet 
corps. 

Lisbon's royal opera will have Volpini and 
Rey-Balla as "prime donne soprani; Paganiui, 
as prima donna contralto ; Mongini and Piccioli, 
as primi tenori ; Squarcia and Randolph!, primi 
baritoni ; Junca and Ordenas, for primi bassi. 

Vienna's opera continued to be occupied at 
last accounts with debuts by Prott, Nachauer, 
Beck, and Mme. Leuthner, and quite successful 
they all were, especially Beck, who was covered 
with applause. 

Berlin's royal opera rejoiced on September 10th 
in " Robert le Diable," in which Mile. Greed de- 
buted as Alice, and Mme. Eiswold, from Bre6lau, 
as Isabella, with good estimation. Woworski 
found Robert, his most approved role, acceptable 
to Berlin. 

Mme Burde-Ney, a veteran prima donna, who 
has been promised to America for several years, 
would seem to retain yet her power to charm a 
fastidious public, being recorded as doing that 
rare feat at the commemoration of Saxony's late 
King's death, in Mozart's " Requiem." It was 
the Baronness Pasqualolti who recently assumed 
operatic management, not le Baron. Verdi per- 
sonally transferred Belval's rejected part in 
" Don Carlo6" to David, and Perrin intends to 
make Bslval smart for his contumacy: 
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" Popular Concerts" now run strong in Great 
Britian's provincial towns. We note one in 
which Anna Drasdil's sang " The Summer Bloom 
lias passed and " Boneridicolo" to a very crowded 
mid enthusiastic audience .who liked the fair 
Anna, hugely. The fight between Wesley, the 
groat but recreant organist, who refused to per- 
form his acknowledged duty in Worcester Cathe- 
dral's recent festival, because the organ was 
deemed by him, unworthy of a celebrity in that 
artistic department ; goes bravely on and Messrs. 
Done, Townsliend, and Smith — managers there 
— pitch into Wesley in very free and indignant 
language. 

Sims Reeves gave £50 to compensate that fes- 
tival and the public offended by his non-appear- 
ance in two concerts, beside remunerating his 
substitute — Mr. Cummings — with a handsome' 
gift. Tietjens gave £10 for mere good will, and 
several others contributed, so that a surplus of 
of £200 will be left after paying all Festival 
expenses. 

The Orchestra assorts that Italian Opera at 
Berlin's Victoria Theatre, drags heavily in finan- 
cial results, for Sarolta alone pleases that inten- 
sely German public, which found better enter- 
tainment for their musical appetites in seriatim 
performances at their " Royal Opera"— the Ber- 

linese are all royal and loyal just now of 

Meyerbeers " L'Africaine," " Le Prophet," " Lies 
Huguenots," and " Kobert Le Diable," in their 
vernacular. 
Gidaza who composes ballets easily, and manu- 
factured that for " 0n Ballo" is engaged for 
Biachi's opera at Mexico. Louisa Pyne is not 
married, but a namesake is, and her old friend 
Wm. H. Harrison does " Faust" dramatically 
without her aid, having Amy Sedgwick, Jenny 
Bauer, Rebecca Isaacs, Miss Poole, andlike artists 
to console him for his lost partner. Harrison 
undoubtedly acts better than he sings. G. L. 
Carter suceeds Brown Smith as tenor in West- 
minster, Abbey choir but his successor as organ- 
ist at Exeter Hall is yet unknown. 

The death of Frederic Beckmann, who has 
been for years a distinguished dramatic artist in 
Austria, is announced to have occurred recently 
at Vienna. His latest " creation " of character 
was Benoiton, in Sardon's comedy, now before 
WaUack's Theatre public, a part admirably per- 
formed by Mr. John G. Gilbert, a full blooded 
Yankee. 

Bests, the great organist, now at St. George's 
Hall, Liverpool, flared at a committee man, 
asking him if he played " God Save the Queen" 
' with one finger, on Prince Alfred's reception 
there. Prince Alfred was satisfied with his per- 
formance of it, and that captious committee man 
had to make Best a humble apology. 

The great Paris exhibition committee stood 
aghast, when they heard of one Vienna firm's 
intent to send twelve of their best piano-fortes 
there for prize medals. 

A. Dumas really is writing a librette founded 
on his own novel, Le Vicomte de Bragelonne, 
for an opera in which Carlotta Patti will figure 
as the heroine, and Flotow sets it. Adelina Pat. 
ti's salary for seven months at " Les Italiens" is 
stated at 200,000 francs or $40,000, gold, which 
allowing her to perform seventy times would be 
nearly $600, gold, per night. 

La Griia, the grand tragic prima donna there, 
was liked at L'Academie in 1853, as " La 
Juive," and subsequently attained great celeb- 
rity and high, rank at Naples and Vienna. She 
will, at Les Italiens, create Donizetti's " Maria 
Stuarda," an opera interdicted at San Carlo, 
Naples, by despotic censorship after its final 
rehearsal, afterwards performed at Rome as 
" Buondelmonte," and, within two years, al- 
lowed performance at San Carlo, under liberal 
rule. 

A. S. Sullivan conducted two .ballad concerts 
at Crystal Palace recently, beside preparing for 
performance at the Norwich Festival a new 
overture composed by him. 



Fraschini, a dramatic tenor, who is reported 
as superlative, only appears at Les Italiens for 
six weeks at close of the season, and meanwhile 
—unless Naudin returns to a place he never 
should have left — Pancani and Nicolini do first 
tenor work. 

Paul Jullien, the justly renowned boy violin- 
ist, after several years sojourn in South America, 
is reported to have visited New York — not pro- 
fessionally — and thence embarked for New 
Orleans in that ill-fated steamer, " Evening 
Star," which recently foundered at sea, destroy- 
ing three hundred lives, among them a most 
anxiously expected French Opera company, for 
that city. 

David Miranda, a baritone forced "up to high 
tenor work, and known here as occupying that 
post at Dr. Adams' church, advertises in a London 
journal that he will sing at Edinburg's Saturday 
Popular Concerts, Braham's great song, "The 
Anchor's Weighed," and " The White Squall " 
to follow it. 

Howard Glover makes immense announce- 
ment in another journal of his great and varied 
musical professions, and Master Willie Pape ad- 
vertises that he, honored by commands to 
play before the Prince of Wales and wife, be- 
sides many European crowned heads, will play 
the pianoforte in various English localities, on his 
speedy return from the continent, laden with 
triumph. 

Chorley declares that in the season or out of 
it, a greater sensation has rarely been made than 
by Herr Wilhelmj's appearance in Mellon's con- 
concerts, and cleverly adds, that a few years 
since, he — Chorley — after hearing at Leipsic, 
David's best pupils, then predicted an extraor- 
dinarily brilliant career for him. 

He receives notices of musical performance all 
over Great Britain as evidence that musical 
taste is enlarging its sphere, and notes the Glas- 
gow Choral Union's good deeds in the cathedral 
nave. 

London journals stare at Harrison for taking 
a part originally designed for E. Phelps, but his

Paris' Du Chatelet Theatre does one of Offen-

The Sacred Harmonic Society of London de- 
plore bitterly the recent death of their organist

The rights of the poor in French theatres are 
now discussed earnestly, since Louis Napoleon's 
change in their special privileges of theatrical 
enterprises, with a view to abrogate that now 
oppressive charge upon managerial income.

Mm©. Singelee has made a furore at Bor- 
deaux as"Eosina — "11 Barbiere di Siviglia" — 
and that city's grand theatre could scarce con- 
tain-all the ecstasy she excited. 

A conservatoire is talked of there, and may be 
a fact, when Rouen wakes up to recognition of 
the great artists there domiciled, and founds a 
like musical institute. 

The meeting of Alsatia's choral associations 
in Benfeld still furnishes local journals with 
ample material for dilated praise for 6uch a 
grand and most successful combination of excel- 
lent choirs, dec.

^We notice in recent Parisian journals that he 
claims all the great exhibition fanfare, and 
refuses Mile. Laure Michelli any share in that 
surpassing glorification. 

Otto Goldschmidt — Jenny Lind's not very re- 
spected; spouse — is quizzed by English journals 
for not coming to his set time at tho Worcester 
Three Choir Festival, with his promised Orato- 
rio, lie is plausibly excused by some for that 
awkward contretemps, by statement that severe 
labor at Dusseldorf and Hamburg, in his wife's 
concerts, prevented the requisite attentfcjn to 
such work. 

Townshend Smith did Wesley's duty without 
charge, having for years performed like services 
acceptably in cathedrals. 

Viardot-Garcia with Clara Schumann and 
others, merited Baden's grateful remembrance 
by concert performance to benefit wounded sol- 
diers. 

Mile. Orgeni is last reported as engaged at 
Vienna's Imperial Opera, and disowning her 
Berlin engagemen*s. 

Jullien's benefit at Hingston's concert hall — 
Margate — brought together some two thousand 
admirers of that style of concert giving. Lilian 
Martorelli, Kathleen Byan, and other artists, 
with the band, pleased that large public im- 
mensely. So did Levy's comet a piston, especial- 
ly, when invoked by Jullien to drown a noisy 
locomotive's incessant hissing — by steam. 

Mr. Kennedy, " the great Scotch vocalist," is 
reported by a Kingston, Canada, journal, as 
really immense both in buffo and legitimate 
song, and reported as meditating a severe raid 
upon these United States.
